Die meat, when cleaned and dressed, is 
rang up In the ordinary way, but each 
separate and distinct piece must have th« 
seal of the synagogue affixed to it. 
This 


ceremonial is performed by the slaugh- 
:erer lighting a stick of sealing wax with 
a candle-, and then impresbing it with his 
seal, which Is then tied through a slit In 
:he meat made by another knife. Thus 
every identical parcel of flesh intended foi 
Jewish consumption is dressed and sealed, 
and it may bo interesting to note her« 
that the Jews only use the foreqnarter, 
rejecting the hindqnarter altogether.—

The Great Nerve of a Babbit'* Thigh 


Placed In Professor FleUchl'l Arm—A 
Somewhat Technical Description of the 
CMC—The Refitilttt. 
The operation was performed by Dr. 


Gersung, of Vienna, and the patient was 
Professor Von Fleischl, the distingulahed 
ceupant of the chair of physiology in the 
miversity of that city. It appears that 
>. Von FlcisclU, sixteen years ago, aeci- 
entallv wounded lumself while conduot- 
ng a post mortem examination, and th&t 
he consequent inflammation of his right 
arm and hand led ultimately to the loss 


f the terminal joint of his thumb. The 
lid of the stump became painful, and in 
he neve of relieving this pain amputation 
omewhat further back was performed, 
mt was followed, according to the report, 
ly the formation of "neuroma " At this 
loint tho history becomes a little v»eue, 
>ecau8e the word "neuroma," whiot la 
most properly applied to a class of tumors 
which form upon nerves and TI liich con- 
sist mainly of redundant nerve tissue, is 
applied with less exactness to tumors of 
other kinds of which nerves may be th» 
seat, and is applied also to bulbous on- 
argements of the proximal terminations 
jf divided nerves, enlargements which 
sometimes occur after the best performed 
amputations, which seem to depend on 
some personal peculiarity of the patient, 
which are liable to recnr again and again 
after repeated amputations further back, 
and which are attended by the most ago- 
nizing suffering 


NERVE FItOM A BABBIT. 


It may be presumed that the neuromata 


of r'rofessor Von Fleischl were of the lat- 
;er claps; and, in the hope of obtaining 
relief, ha underwent several fruitless 
operations, which were directed to dis- 
secting out and removing portions of the 
nerves implicated, without recourse being 
aad to more extended amputation of 
other structures. 
He uppears to have 


been deprived, in succession, of consider- 
able portions of the nerves supplying the 
stump of the thumb, both sides of the 
forefinger, and tho inner aide of the mid 
<tlo finger, but after every such operation 
the former conditions were renewed in the 
portions which were left, while tho his- 
tory of many similar cases had been such 
as to justify the most dismal forecasts of 
his future. lu these circumstances the 
ideas of repairing the nerves and of re- 
placing tlie missing portions by fresh 
nerve taken from a rabbit suggested itself 
to Dr. Uerhuug. and this proceeding 
seema, as far as can at present bo judged, 
to have been attended by complete and 
most gratifying success 


The nerves of the animal body are 


fibers of peculiar organization, whicn^ are 
more or less packed In bundles or 
"trunks" for the purposes of di,tribu- 
tion, but which are individually separate 
and continuous from origin to termina- 
tion, and which have no other function 
than to convey tho impression from the 
outposts of the body to tho brain or spi 
nal cord, or, in the opposite direction 
stimuli from the brain or spinal cord, 
which call external parts into action. All 
nerves appear to bo alike, and the differ- 
ent functions to which they are subser- 
vient depend not upon any difference ol 
the nerves themselves, but upon differ 
euces in the parts from which they go. 


Just as the same telegraph wire wil] 


move a needle or ring a bell, or perform 
any other duty to which electricity may 
be applicable, according to the character 
of thV apparatus with which it Is con- 
nected, so any nerve will do the duty ol 
any other if it be brought into connection 
with the apparatus to which tho other 
rightfully belongs. Whatever stimulus is 
applied to the optic nerve of hearing pro- 
duces a sensation as of light, and no other. 


THE INWARDNESS OP IT. 


But the effect thus produced by stimu- 


lating a given nerve does not depend on 
the nerve itself, which is a mere trans- 
mittin'g medium, but entirely upon the 
central organ, in the bruin or spinal cord, 
to which the stimulus is conveyed. If we 
could connect the auditory nerve with the 
center of eight and the optic nerve with 
the center of hearing, btiniulatiou of the 
former would produce impressions of lighl 
and stimulation of the latter would pro- 
duce Impressions of sound—a fact which 
has been abundantly demonstrated by ex 
periment on nerves iu more accessible 
situations. And, just as there is nothing 
special in any individual human nerve 
and as any one of them would be capable 
of discharging the duty of any other, so, 
it may be assumed, there is no difference 
between the endowments of tho nerves o! 
man and those of the lower animals, whicl 
fulfill identical functions iu an Identica 
manuer. 


It was therefore inherently probable 


that the nerve of an animal, if a piece 
could be obtained of the proper size aud 
length, and if transplantation and union 
could be successfully effected, would 
suffice to make good any loss of nerve In 
man, and in the present instance, which 
is, we believe, the first of the kind on 
record, not only have the transplantation 
and union been successful, but the new 
piece of nerve seems to have overcome the 
tendency of the old to undergo degenera- 
tion of stricture at Its divided extremity 
A portion, six centimeters in length, of 
the great nerve of the rabbit's thigh was 
selected, and was so removed from the 
freshly killed animal as to include the 
natural bifurcation of the main trunk into 
two branches. The divided stem was se- 
cured by stitches to the stump of the 
nerve in Professor Von Fleischl's arm, 
and the ends of the branches were 
secured in like manner to the nsrve 
terminations which remained in his fingers, 
and which were rendered useless by 
their separation from the trunk to which 
they belonged. 


The whole operation, as a matter of 


course, was conducted with strict ad- 
herence to those principles of antiseptic 
surgery without which failure would have 
been more than likely, but by ths observ- 
ance of which, union, almost'anywhere or 
of any thing, can with a near »ppr< ach to 
certainly be secured. The wound healed 
kindly, the transplanted nerve soon be- 
came at home in its new position, and al- 
ready, after the lapse of a little more than 
two months, it is reported that sensation 
is returning to the fingers. At the same 
time there has been no return of pain, 
and no fresh indication of the develop- 
ment of neuromata, so that the hope of 
an absolutely successful inue may now 
with some confidence be entertained — 
London World,

Not au Absurd Proposition.

The young wood of tree? is redder in win- 
ter than iu summer. Is our own world 
not slowly but surely developing a rosier 
hue? Some bunches arc u deep crimson 
all winter, but green all summer. It is 
evident that cold weather requires the 
comparative withdrawal of green, and the 
comparative) predominance of red. As the 
world grows colder is it not growing also 
redder! Mars is known to have a colder 
climate than our own, and has probably 
gone farther in its floral adaptations to 
the cold —Globe-Domoerat.

STILL ON TRIAL. 


Stones of the Blue Mound Tragedy 


—Against Westbrook, 


Submission of Evidence as Ho Alleged Dy'ag 


Statement*. 


The court room was filled again to-day 


to hear further evidence for the prosecu- 
tion in the Westbrook murder case. This 
afternoon the prosecution wiU argue for 
the admission of the alleged dying state- 
ments made by Gross to vanone parties. 
Judge Hughes will have to decide as to 
their admiseibility. At the former trial 
Judge Smith admitted this evidence and 
the supreme court ruled it improper. 


11ARBERED. 


When the jury took their places in the 


box this morning they attracted extra 
attention, because each man had, been 
freshly barbered last evening at A. T- 
Grist's shop. It took two barbers over 
an hour to shave the 12 men, cut their 
hnir and fix them up in apple-pie order. 


FBIDAT. FEB. 1—AFTERNOON. 


Continuation of Zinck's testimony on 


cross-examination: Got my change and 
leisurely walked out; fireman went out 
while I was waiting for the change. From 
the time I saw them the second time till 
I got there was about two minutes. Do 
not remember seeing Schwab there at all. 
Did see Schwab and the agent take knife 
from Westbrook. Remember of testify- 
ing in this case a year ago. Don't think 
I said then that I met Gross halfway 
between the saloon and the fight. Did 
not say Gross had partially raised up and 
was striking Westbrook. Did not say 
that Grose told me halfway between that 
"Westbrook had struck him. Did not say 
Schwab and tlie agent held him (Weet- 
brook) and that there WHS a knife in his 
hand. Don't remember of saying they 
were both there before I got there. Have 
had no conversation with Gross nor hie 
attorneys since last trial. Was asked if 
he had been drinking to-day. Eeplied: 
It's none ot your business—after one 
drink. 
August Nalefski, hostler at Wabash 


round house, examined by Buckingham, 
testified: Was fireman on Wabash 1887, 
engine 1481. Was with Zinck July 2, '87. 
Engine stopped 3 to 5 feet from sidewalk. 
Zinck got off on south side. Saw West- 
brook come round the engine from the 
rear and spoke to him. He passed on 
and met Zinck near the pilot. Zinck 
and I went to the saloon. Ground was 
level. Lett Weetbrook standing from 4 
to 6 feet from the pilot. Went in saloon. 
Somebody said there was a fight. Iran 
out. Saw two men in the act of falling. 
The man on top was hitting the other. 
Gross had no coat on. I went out to 
them. Gross struck two or three licks as 
I went toward them. They were two or 
three feet farther north than where I left 
Westbrook. Nobody there when I got 
to them. Westbrook was lying partially 
on his right side, face, to the west, right 
arm on the ground, Gross's knee on his 
arm about the elbow, knife in right hand, 
blade sticking in the ground; saw blood 
on Westbrook's breast, some blood on his 
hand. Westbrook was granting. Gross 
wasn't saying anything. Saw blood on 
Gross's breast. 
He said the man cut 


him. A couple of men was trying to 
take the knife away from him. Gross 
got up and went away as soon as I got 
there. There were several cars oil side- 
1 rack. Steam was escaping from the en- 
gine; steam did not prevent him from 
seeing the parties all the time. 


Cross-examined by Mills: Was fireman 


for Zinck. First I saw of Westbrook he 
was coming from rear of engine on west 
side; passed me and met Zinok near the 
pilot. Left Westbrook at the engine. 
Went in the saloon. Zinck called for 
drinks; drinks were given us immedi- 
ately. I drank and put down my glass; 
heard somebody ciying help; could not 
see what they were doing till I got nearly 
to them. Gross striking him as I went 
there. I did not see them all the time. 
Saw the two men down, with Gross hit- 
ting Westbrook with his left hand. When 
I got there Gross got up and started for 
the saloon. There was no one else there 
then. Half a minute later a man came 
mnning up. Couldn't say who the man 
was. 
Two men picked Westbrook up. 


Zinck was there just as Westbrook was 
getting up. T saw some cars on the side- 
track; some close together, others a little 
way apart, spaces between some of them.

Albert B. Clementa.BJue Mound, exam- 


ined by Webber, testified: Was at the 
Schwab saloon on July 2, '87, putting 
cherry stain on the door jam; there was 
a screen door, which swung to the north- 
east on the outside; was inside ot the 
doors. Some railwayman came in- Zinck 
mid his fireman; lifter they entered I was 
finishing up the north side of the jam. 
Escaping steam attracted my attention, 
with screen open; I looked toward the 
railway at the engine; saw two men light- 
ing, at first sight each standing facing 
the other; they stood even with the side 
of the cab, the engine being square in 
front of the saloon where I was. They 
were striking at each other; didn't notice 
which struck first; thought they were 
striking at each other's faces; about three 
or four blows were exchanged; it was 
time about with them. One man had or 
dark clothes, the other was m his shin 
sleeves; Westbrook had on the dark 
clothes. The other man was Groes; he 
had on a dark blue shirt Weetbrook 
was on the northeast side, bnd both were 
close together; they clinched immediately 
after the striking and they went down 
Witness described the fall as he remem 
bered it; Gross caught Westbrook on hii 
shoulder and side; Wealbiook had hie 
left arm over Gross's right shoulder; they 
fell sidewajs toward the saloon, Gross on 
his left hand. Westbrook on hid righ 
hand. Westbrook's right arm went dowi 
first on the hand and then lowered o: 
the elbow. Grose fell on his left hanc 
the two men being dose together. Conl 
not say whether W.'s right hand- was rla 
upon ground or not; while he was on hi 
feet struck anil grabbed at Gross wit 
both hands; his right arm was toward sa 
loon.and both arms were going. (Witnes 
illustrated the action of both men, wit 
Webber as the subject.) When they fe 
W.'s face was toward the depot, Gross 
face toward Decatur. Don't think that 
Gross's body fell to the ground; he was 
on his left hand and knee. After they 
fell it looked to me as if he was trying to 
get loose and that Westbrook was trying 
to hold him. Gross was trying to get his 
right hand away; couldn't tell which 
band Westbrook used to hold GroES,who 
gradually got sway; Westbrook then was 
lying on the ground; didn't at any time 
after the men fell see SVestbrook take his 
right hand off the ground. After Gross 
got loose, saw him strike Westbrook sev- 
eral times over the head; Gross then 
came to saloon, about 95 feet away, look- 
ing pale and tired: saw no wound, but 
saw blood on his right hand, which he 
was shaking as if to throw off the blood. 
When he got into the saloon showed me 
wound on his left breast,and I went after 
Dr. Harvey, 300 feet away; Gross looked 
bad when I got back 15 minutes later, 
was breathing short and quick; saw blood 
and foam coming out of bole in his shirt. 
Saw Gross at different times before he 
died; wasn't allowed to talk to him; he 
seemed rational on first day; on second 
or third day I saw him he looked bad; 
looked like a dead man. It was on the 
4th or 5th day he was lying on the bed; 
looked white, think his eyes were closed. 
Mother Gross, deceased's wife, and Bill 
Shaw were there at that time; did not 
gee him alive again. I saw Westbrook 
lying on the ground near engine as I was 
on my way to summon Dr. Harvey; saw 
him afterward the same day at offices oi 
Williams and Ward; was 9 feet from him 
at Ward's office; couldn't say whether 
there were any braises on Westbrook or 
not.

Witness continued: I asked him who 


He then 
walked back into Schwab's house and 
was placed on a lounge. I examined the 
wound; found the knife had penetrated 
the long, severing the 7th rib, about four 
inches from median line, about one-half 
inch below apex of the heart; wound was 
about 2J£ inches in depth; run my finger 
in the wound; could tell the wound pene- 
trated tae long about an in inch. The 
wound was straight in. I formed the 
opinion that he would die; told him it 
was a dangerous wound and might prove 
fatal. He did not say anything about 
dying. I did not tell him when he might 
die. At his honse I told him he cad bet- 
ter make a statement He sank very 
rapidly while dressing the wound.

My opinion as a professional man was that he 
would die. His wife came to Schwab's; do not 
kDoi" who sent for her; his wife was crying I 
think; didn't hear her say anything; he was 
taken home on a lounge.

tho best ol evidence. Corean monarchy 
cannot bo said to be limited in the seaso 
that the people are represented In any 
council or parliament, but there are rules 
laid down which even his majesty will 
not overstep, excepting under most un- 
usual circumstances 
And a word right 


here in regard to the practical power ot 
the king 
Some have -. .Id that he has no 


power at all, but is imprisoned in Ms 
palace and obeys his councilors 
Others 


say that he is perfectly untrammeled in 
the execution of any design whatsoever. 
Both of these statements strike wide or 
the truth, although on opposite sides of 
it 
To*b3 sure, the king of Corea, ac- 


cording to the sacred and unwritten law 
of this and all the kindred nations, is con- 
sidered in one senso a sacred personage, 
and cannot bo exposed to the gaze of the 
popiilaco except on certain state occasions, 
but his seclusion is voluntary. Almost 
every night the noblemen congregate at 
the palace and the king holds his court 
practically the same as any western 
sovereign 
Bat it is m regard to social questions 


that the greatest misunderstanding ex- 
isU 
Coreans are not barbarians or sava- 


ges 
thov are not nomads, *-"t they he- 


rons to the great family of civilized na- 
tions, as distinguished from enlightened 
nations 
If a system of government 


reaching even to tho minutest details, a 
complicated social system, a knowledge 
of arts and industries, a religious and 
educational system, a literature and the 
concomitants of these imply civilization, 
then surely Corea is civilized. 
Her civil- 


ization dates back to a time when Japan 
was covered with savage tribes.
